NiAUABA Falls, Ont., Sept. s.— 
.Steve Brodie was arrested liere when 
about to take tlie -i o'clock train for 
New Vork to-ilay, cliargml with at- 
ti;m|)tiiig to eiMiiiiiil suicide by going 
over Xia^Mra l''alls .Saturilay morning, 
lie was taken before Police ilagiatrate 
Hill and the uitargo read to him. 

Brodie said lie did not attempt to 
eiiiiiinil suicide by going over tho falls, 
but to show the world the trip coulil be 
le and also the usefulness uf bis 
rubber suit fur life saving. 

The maj^inti ale said be did not believe 
liroilie went' over anil the story was a 
hniiibiif,'. He ti.hl r.iiMlie that if he .lid 
nut go over U> Siiy so, ami he would ilis- 
urge him, ur if he peisisteil in saying 
he went over, he w oiilil go on with tho 
cane against bim fur attoinpleii suicide. 

"If I tell you 1 llill not go over," said 
liroilie, "will ynu let me gn 
.lusticc Hill said "yes," 
liioilie saiil ; "Well then, I iliil not 
go over, and am oil'." 

"Hold on," saiil tlie imigist rate, "I 
am not thiougli willi you yet." Then 
111,' wrote t he follow iiig ileolaratiim anil 
a^kril liroilie to .-ligii it: 

"1, .Stephen Hiiiilie, liereliy declare I 
llill nut .k;ii liver Niagara Kails, anil that 
the .story of my having gone over was 
null lie ami all fur the piiriin.se of specu- 
lation." 

Hroilie asked if that was an "oath. 

"N'es, " said the justice. 

"1 cannot perjure myself," said 
Stevr. "I'm a Catholic and can't sign 
lliat."

.After te.-t imniiy by I'olice Superin- 
teiiilenilenl MciJougall anil others thai 
iirudie had told them ho liad gone over 
the falls, Louis Ledger, who was said to 
liavu rescued Brodie, was put on the 
.Htanil. He said he was not at tho falls 
M'ith lii'odie and the newspapermen. 
They told him the story about going 
over at tlio hotel.

A boat 
cnntiiiiiiiig Captain I'yu and eight of 
the crew was lost.

Everything went all right 
until t 111' evening of the ITlh of 'Inly, 
when sinlilenly, about i)..'i() o'clock, we 
ran i)liim|) upon the coral reefs of Star- 
bucli Islaiiil. In a minute nil was con- 
fusion. We hooii found I hat we hail 

one ashore. The captain at once 
lowercil all three of the boats, and we 
left the ship. We hovered about bi^r all 
night, but tile next iiioriiiiig the sea was 
breaking so high over her that we found 
il utterly imposaible to board her, so we 
abandoned her, and turned to find a 
lamliiig place on the island. Aa night 
was coming on, we were ordered to pull 
for the ship again, .so as to keep in sight 
of ber, but the current was too strong lo 
allow us lo make any headway, so wo 
turned hack and gave it up. During 
the night wo lost all trace of the gig, 
coiilaining the captain, second and third 
mates and live soamen, and no doubt 
they perished, as we never saw them 
agiiin. We suoii mado two sails, and 
headed iii what we supposed to be the 
liroctinn of Cooke's Group, which the 
miiie tliought must be about 1,0<)0 miles 
iway. From theti until the 28th of 
July we lived on nn ounce of water a 
lay apiece and three pounds and a half 
of meat, divided between twenty-one 
men and two doga. August 2ytli we 
sighted the island of Tobu, of the 
Humphreys group. On this island we 

fTected a landing in an almost destitute 
condition. On the lOtli of August tho 
liritisli steamship Kapieglo took us to 
Ilonoliibi, where wo embarked for San 
Francisco.

THE GREAT BOAT RACE 



Henry Searle Carries Off the 
World's Glianipionship. 



His LoiiflT' Stroke Told Badly ou 
tlie CanadiaiL 



O'(!uunor Muufully Adiults That the Win- 
ner la the Oroatoat Oarsman In the 
WorW--Trmo, 82:48. 



London, Sept. 9. — Henry 'Searle, of 
Auatraliu, to-day carried off the world's 
cliaiiipiunsliip for single sculls from 
William O'Connor, tho Canadian. It 

was done in a fair combat, after a hard- 
fniight match. The race was for .t;i,OtX) 
a aide and the cbullonge ciii), ond four 
miles and three.furlongs was the course. 
The men stood oven for several huhdred 
yards, wlieu Soarlo bogu^ slowly but 
surely to forge ahead. His long stroke 
told badly on tho Canadian, and when 
Hammeramitli bridge was rouclied, 
Smrlu led by nearly two lengths. From 
that jioint on he toyed with O'Connor. 
When lliu latter seemeil winded, tlui 
Australian slowed ii)) on his stroke, but 
he made a spurt toward Ihe linisb and 
ciuiie ill six lengths ahead. O'Connor 
manfully adniitteil that the winner was 
the greatest oarHiiiaii in the world. 
Searle's tiiiic was 'liA'^. The weather 
was clear. The betting was even, 
Ktiirting at 2(1 lo '1\ on Seai lc, which was 
readily taken, and liniiUy turning lo 5 
lo -f on O'Connor, 'I'lie start was by 
inntual consent, At l'_':;il) p. m. O'Con- 
nor stai tcil oil' al a (crrilic rate of speed, 
but, aliorlly after he caiighi, a crab, when 
.Sr.irle overtook liiiii and gained the lead, 
rowing splendidly, liut nlacking his speed 
hiynnil Walkcii's. After ihis Searle, 
iilipareiitly without elVorl and rowing 
at '-'il strokes, gained half a length, whieli 
he gradually increased. O'Connor kept 
looking anxiously over his shoulder to 
olwerve the distimce between him and 
the Australian. From Cliiawiek Point 
THK RACE WA8 A PROCESSION. 
O'Connor rowed splendidly through- 
out, but be seemed to be overtrained, 
as after the liisl mile be tired quickly. 
Not ill many years has the sporting 
world of London been so excited aa 
over this match. The betting was up 
to fe»'er heat, and tliouminds upon 
thou.sanils of pouinls were staked by the 
friends of the respective chanijiiona. 
The belting lieg in very strongly in 
.Seiirle's favor, iil one time teaching 
odds of fifteen lo ten ; hiil this sim- 
mered down till even mone}' was the 
Blake, and ii plentiful amount of uncer- 
tainty coulil he seen in the field.

He goea on to say, "It 
need hardly be said that there 
is absolutely not a single precedent 
for paying back into the Treasury any 
part of the allowance of the Civil List, 
or for not drawih({ the whole ' of it. 
This liaa been tlio case for the last two 
hnmlred ycaia. 'J'here have been, as ia 
well known, iniiuerou.s and largo de- 
partures from the rule in the opposite 
direction." Tliero appears to be noth- 
ing in the law, or in the report on 
which the law is liaaod, that would lead 
any one to conclude tlial Parliaiuent 
wished or expected that the sovereign 
would pay any of the nioney voted for her 
use baok into the Treasury. The spirit 
in which the allowance was made is ex- 
pressed 08 follows in Mr. Dunekley's 
article: "Take this and make il do; but 
you must lake care not to ask us fm- 
more."

It will bo ohaerved, too, that 
the English lavryers were so satisfied of 
tho constitutionality of the Act that 
tlicy did not consider that there wore 
grounds for a single doubt. They in 
efl'eet say that to refer such a case to 
the judicial coMiiiiitleo of the Privy 
Council would bo aiiiiply ridiouloiis. 
Those who question the constitutionnli- 
ty of the Act on any grounds have no 
case. The lawyers who would advise 
the oppoueuls of the (Juehec law lo re- 
fer it to tlie coiiimittoo of the I'rivy 
Council would imperil their professional 
reputation. It is not likely that in 
the face of this decision 'wo will iiciir 
much more about the coustitutioniility 
of tho .Jeauita' Katatos Act. There arc 
some, we know, who hold that the (,lov- 
erumeut should have disallowed tlio 
Act whctlier it was constitutional nr 
not. Their power of disallowance is 
absolute. Tliey should have refused lo 
sanction the act on grounds of policy. 
We think thai after a little while tliose 
who hold this opiniini will change their 
minds. They will see that it is best fur 
the Dominion Government not to inter- 
fere witli legislation which is clearly 
within the jiowcra of the Provincial 
Legislatures. They will feel that the 
[icacc of the Dmniiiion <lepeiids upon 
vi'h province being permit led lo man- 
ge its own afl'aira and t > exercise the 
powers within its jurisdiction without 
ing meddled witli by the other prov- 
inces. 



TEE OTTAWA IDIOT. 

The tclegraiiia from Ottawa lo the 
United .States newspapers are seldom to 
be relied upon. The correspondents al 
tho nominiou eaiiilal are very far in- 
deed from bcnig scrupulous. When 
they cannot get reliable information 
from men in authority, they fall back 
upon their inmgiiiatiou for matter to 
])iit in their despatches. Their lies are 
often outrageous, and they rely upon an 
unintelligent and undiscrimiualing pub- 
public swallowing evorytliing that it 
may suit tlicin to send along the wires.

When a Canadian alalesaiau is appointed 
to aid in the negotiation of a treaty with 
the United States he receive.'? hisappoint- 
inent from the Imperial ( ".overiiment and 
becomes. ill fad, a servant of lhat gi>veru- 
inenl. 'I'o declare that Tanada must 
herself sci lie tlu' llrhriuL; .Sim ditlii-ully 
is, in ell'ecl, to prucl.iiin l'aiiada'.s inde- 
pendence — to sever the tie which 
binds Canada to Great Britaiu.
